The incident touched off five days 
of anti-African protests by Chinese students 
in Nanjing and other incidents have been

It would seen that what angered the Chi- 
nese Students was the fact that the Africans 
persevered in being African rather than act- 
ing like Chinese. Yet as So often in the pastb， 
there are reasons to Suspect that some be- 
hind-the-scenes political hand has been 
involved in the troubles. Such suspicion is 
Strengthened by reports of student hostility 
against Japanese asS Well. 

China is currently going through Some 
very difficulttimes. From 1950 till recently， 
the Chinese Communists prided themselves 
onkeeping inflation at zero percent. A good 
part of their legitimacy Tested on that feat 
Now it is officially admitted that the infla- 
tion rate has hit 26 percent. Unofficial e- 
ports say itis much higher in SOme places. 

Particularly hard hit is the urban middle 
class into whichthe students will enter once 
graduated，The reforms fervently pursued 
by Darty boss Zhao Ziyang have brought a 
market economy back to China。 While 
clever entrepreneurs are making money， 
thoseon fixedpublic salaries seetheirliving 
standards plummet，So widespread is te 


discontent that even the controlled official 
Press has begun to show alarm. 


Theradicalreformers wantto getrid of all 
the old entrenched privileges.， And they 
want to open the country wide to the world 
economy so that prosperity like that in Tai- 
wan and Hong Kong can come to mainland 
China. 

The arch-conservatives want to keep the 
privileges but also the kind of no-nonsense 
Tepressive apparatus that allowed an infla- 
tion-free economy for So long.， And they 
wanttodrawinthedoortotheoutside world， 
maybe close it all the way. The current 
premier,LiPeng,adoptedsonoftherevered 
Zhou Enlai, is not their man, but is more 
cautious than his predecessor, Zhou. 

FEor the arch-conservatives, the Africans 
are a convenient target， They are not Chi- 
nese, Come from Small or distant countries 
not critical to China's foreign policy, and 
their flamboyant lifestyle, in their view， 
typifies the decadent West. The message is: 
getrid of the foreigners, stop enticing more 
foreign capital into the country and keep the 
old party mandarinate firmly in poOwer. 

The reformers, who by now had had ex- 
tensiveexperienceinthe Wesbaremortified 
bythespectacleofChineseracismpresented 
to _ the World，The arch-conservativVes 
couldn't care less, persevering in their Own 
tradition of Chinese ethnocentrism. 顾 ver 
Since China joined the world over acentury 
ago,its arch-conservatives havetried te pul 
itback out.

Ru- 
inors that an elderly gatekeeper had been 
killed spread through the crowd and forther 
flamedtheiremotions,althoughthe Chinese 
govermment has insisted that no one Was 
killed. 

Frightened African and dark-skinned 
Asian students, attempting to leave the area 
andgotoBeijing,600milesnorthfledtothe 
Nanjing train station on Dec. 25 and 26,but 
were Surrounded by angry Chinese Students 
there. According to Elizabeth Morrison, an 
American Student at Nanjing University， 
police forcibly removed more than 100 Af- 
ricans,plus students from Pakistan,Bangla- 
desh and Nepal，half a dozen Japanese， 
about eight Europeans and six Americans， 
and put them on buses. 

On Dec. 31 police went to the African 
students” dormitories to arrest the alleged 
assailants, According to HK and Chinese 
papers, the Africans resisted arrest and 3 
fight ensued with the police. The Suspects 
were eventually Subdued and taken into 
custody and brought to the police station 
Where a student from Benin was Sentenced 
to 15 days in jail. 

Gobo Gio Mamah, the first Secretary of 
the Benin Embassy in Beijing told Western 
Teporters that Some African students claim 
police beat them using electric prods in at 
tempts to make them talk. 

SuXiaoxun,anofficialinNanjing,denied 
allegations of torture by the Chinese. 

According to The New 7orK Times，50 
African students remain confined to a guest 
house $0 miles outside Nanjing as Chinese 
officials continue their investigation. 

InHangzhou,African students told West- 
ernIeporterslastweekthatthey areboycott- 
ing classes to protestan alleged attempt by 
university authorities to limit their contact 
with Chinese by Spreading rumors that they 
aie carriers of the AIDS virus.

Feejng on je Frnge 


The holiday season imploded on us，as 
usual, and it's now ablur, starting with Hal- 
loween (a holiday for children of all ages)， 
Zipping through Thanksgiving，Hanukkah 
(which we as non-Jews have become inter- 
ested in lately), and finally Christmas. 

For most Americans, a new year Symbol- 
izes change, renewal, resolutions and hope. 
But many Asian Americans can look for- 
ward to even more holidays，particularly 
Chinese (or Lunar) New Year, which starts 
OnFeb.6.SoIguessweAsianAmericansare 
lucky to have all these holidays 一 both 
Western and Eastern 一 to look forward to. 

Through serendipitous circumstances, this

You have to know alittle about me before 
any of this is going to make any sense. 工 was 
bormand grewupinOakland'sChinatownin 
the 1940s and 1950s. My folks were immi- 
gants from the Toisan area of Kwangtung 
province in China. I went to Oakland public 
Schools (and to Chinese School for Six years 
Simultaneously), then to UC Berkeley. 了 ve 
been a mainstream professional journalist 
for more than 20 years, a vocation not fa- 
Vored by Asian Americans. I was in the 
Peace Corps in the Philippines in the mid- 
1900s. 

All of this background and more havenatu- 
Ially shapedmy values,education, sensibili- 
ties and perceptions of the world around me 
during the last half of the 20th century. 

SO what happened during the past few 
Weeks that gives me reason to reflect on my 
ethnic identity? 

One evening, my wife and I were guests at 
apre-Christmas dinner at the Emperor Res- 
taurant in Jack London Square in Oakland. 
The view was smashing, as'was the Superb 
food and accompanying wines selected by a 
winebu 人 fnamed Raymond Fong.Itwas one 
of those four-hournumbers filled with inter- 
estng crosstalk, at first tentative and shy， 
then with each swallow of wine and sumptu- 
Oous Tepastb looser and more COnvivial. 

Among the guests were two white men， 
both of whom were highly conversant in 
Taiwan politics. At one point in my life, I 
mighbt have felt threatened or resentful that 
Some white people had intimate knowledge 
about Chinese (or Taiwan) subjects. I think 
manyAsian Americans musttravel thisTroad 
of self-loathing,of feeling inadequate about 
knowing enough about“their” culture OF 
history: 下 


I no longer resent whbite people who have 
genuine knowledge and concem for“my” 
heritage, as long as Iand other Asian Ameri- 
cans aren t patronized by these knowledge- 


That one discovery amid the stf 仁 
stereotypes of racial and ethnic groups gavVe 
Our Disneyland visit a meaningfulness 站 
never had before. 

As with other Asian American tourists, we 
felt the need to touch home base，SO We 
naturally went to Los Angeles” Chinatowmn: 
Tve heard raps for years about LA:s China- 
town from Northern California Chinese 
Americans.Wesomehow feelsuperiorabonut 
the “authenticity” of “our”Chinatowns 
compared with the Chinatown oftinseltown. 

I like LA:S Chinatown，which like San 
Francisco's and Oakland s ls benefitting 
from new immigrants and refugees. LA S 
Chinatown has something neither San Fran- 
cisco nor Oakland can claim: a live-poultry 
Store. 

Asalways,Ifeltbothathomeandastranger 
in a Chinatown, but overall, Ifelt a familiar- 
ity and coziness within Chinatown's con- 
fines that Idon't always feel outside.

1o Defend Bilingual Education

WA3SHINGTON, DC - After four months 
of negotiations，an agreement has been 
reached between DC Asian and Latino com- 
munity leadersand top school officials overa 
controversial plan to reorganize the DC Divi- 
sion of Bilingual Education. 

At the heart of the dispute has been the 
newly-appointed superintendent of DC pub- 
lic schools, Dr. Andrew Jenkins，3 27-year 
veteran of DC public schools who won wide- 
Spread praise last August by proposing a 
Iassive restructuring of the school system.， 
The proposal was touted as a move toward 
“School-based managemenb”a decentraliza- 
tionofbureaucracy to offerprincipals,teach- 
ers and parents more control over local 
Schools. 

At the same time, however, Jenkins” pro- 
posal also sought to break up the Division of 
Bilingual Education into small units scat- 
tered throughout the school system. The 
proposal immediately raised the anxieties of 
parents, educators and immigrant comImu- 
nity activists，who feared that decentraliza- 
tion would place bilingual programs into the 
hand of administrators who lack the neces- 
SarY Professional background，experience 
and Sensitivity toward language minority 
Students. 

Two govemment advisory bodies，the 
Commission on Asian and Pacific Islander 
Affairs (CAPIA) and the Commission .on 
Latino Community Development，publicly 
CTiticized the plan as 刘 -conceived and lack- 
ing in community input Both groups called 
for School officials to evaluate the bilingual 
division as it exists and to develop acompre- 
hensive plan for the future of bilingual serv- 
ices before reorganizing the division. 

At a November 9 school board hearing， 
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CAPIA Chairperson Pauline Tsui testified 
that“Across the country bilingual education 
and other services are underattack. “English- 
only”1laws，shrinking resources and anti- 
immigrant Sentiments are threatening many 
of the gains we have made in this country. 
[This] is the larger context which makes us 
anxiousaboutchangesinbilingualprograms. 
...[beforeljyoumakeany decision,giveusan 
Opportunity to work with youin ensuring that 
any changes wil be the result of informed 
opinions, not poor Planning.” 

Comrmiunity activists circulated petitions， 
WwWiote letters and lobbied individual board 
members.National organizations,Suchasthe 
League of United Latin American Citzens 
and the Mexican American Legal Defense 
andEducation Fund,informedschooladmin- 
istrators that they were prepared to file law- 
Suits to prevent any changes that would 
compromise the DC Public Schools” legal 
obligation to provide bilingual education. 

Jenkins responded by appointing a_ task 
force ofthree schooladministrators and three 
community Tepresentatives to negotiate an 
agreement. On Dec. 8, Dr. Jenkins signed a 
Statement of agreement drafted by the task 
force，agreeing that: the administration 
would contract for a comprehenslive study of 
bilingual education in DC and make recom- 
mendations for its improvement; during this 
process a new interim head of the division 
would be appointed; and the current division 
of bilingual education would remain intact 
and funded pending completion of the study. 

Asian and Latino leaders touted the agree- 
mentas amajor victory and a Symbol of the 
grOwing Strength of immigrant communities 
in.the Washington area.

“There exists a very profound relationship between the African and Chinese people,” 
Wang said, referring to China's policy of supporting other third world countries.“The 
African nations” Support was key to the restoration of the United Nation”s seat to the 
People's Republic of China [in 1975]. 

“The demonstrations have nothing to do with racial discrimination. It*s absolutely not 
true. After all the Chinese are a colored race. We have a policy of equality among all the 
TaceS.” 

Wangadmitted thatsome Chinesemayhave“outdated views aboutinterracial marriage” 
and stressed that “generally speaking, students are free to make theirown decisions”about 
marriage and dating.“It is not the Chinese govermment's policy to be against interracial 
Ielationships.”

Hispanicsappear 
tobe following the traditionallanguage shift model one which applied to immigrant groups 
that came to this country at the tur of the century, he Said. The immigrants leam litue ifany 
English, their children are bilingual, and the the third generation Speaks only English. 

One common criticism of bilingual instruction stems from the“buckets and marbles” 
theory oflanguage acquisition. “This theory Says thatthere is only room for a certain number 
of marbles 一 thatlearning one languagehas to be at the exclusion of the other. But there is 
lots of research to argue that that ls Simply not the case,”Hakuta said.
